Seek National Cemetery 
For War Dead Reburial

more

four-engined 
bomber planes during the war will 
be rolling out passenger automo­ 
biles in high volume by mid-year 
if the plans of Henry J, Kaiser 
and Joseph W. Frazer are realiz­ 
ed. 
K aiser and Frazer, as the Kals- 
er-Frazer Corp., have taken over 
the big plant that cost the govern­ 
ment about $100,000,000 to build 
and equip, on a five-year lease in­ 
volving $5,000,000 rental. Millions 
of dollars worth of government- 
owned machinery and equipment 
have been moved out. 
Going 
in 
are machine tools, conveyors and 
assembly lines for what in many 
respects will be a unique opera­ 
tion in the car industry. 
On the basis of initial incorpor­ 
ation and the sale of stock Kaiser 
and Frazer have 
approximately 
$20,000,000 
in 
working 
capital. 
Once in full production they ex­ 
pect to employ about 11,000 work­ 
ers and turn out low and medium- 
priced passenger automobiles 
at 
the rate of 300,000 a year 
The task ahead of the Kaiser- 
Frazer Corp. is one of the most 
ambitious ever undertaken in tho 
nation’s automotive industry. The 
company is starting virtually from 
scratch in a tightly integrated in­ 
dustry that gives little quarter in 
its merchandising battles. 
The 
Kaiser-Frazer 
projected 
production 
volume 
would 
ap­ 
proximate the best prewar output 
level of the Pontiac 
division 
of 
General Motors Corp. yet its total 
working capital—which probably 
will be increased—is only slightly 
more than half the amount Pon­ 
tiac plans to spend on postwar im­ 
provement and expansion. 
But the Kaiser-Frazer chances 
of success are greatly 
enhanced 
bv the experienced industry en­ 
gineers 
and 
master 
mechanics 
being assembled at Willow Run. 
One of these is E. J. Hunt, who 
during the war headed the Chry- J 
sler-operated Detroit 
Tank 
Ar- I 
senal, developing it from a corn- i 
field to one of the nation’s heav- I 
iest tank producers. Hunt is now’ j

In common with other car man- I 
ufncturers Kaiser-Frazer will buy I 
parts and equipment from outside , 
suppliers where such items 
can 
be purchased more 
economically 
than they can be made at Willow 
Hun. It plans to make all its own 
car bodies, eliminating a long and 
expensive hauling operation from 
the Detroit automobile bodv fac­ 
tories some 30 miles away. Event­ 
ually it will expand its own parts 
manufacturing program.

This Is The Challenge 


Silence has recently reigned on the dispute between the County Road Com­ 
mission—versus—County Board of Supervisors, and the County and Munici­ 
pal workers. As in all such cases of gross injustice and deliberate challenge 
to public authority, it will not long remain buried nor silent. 


The pending issues between the Road Commission, the Public authority, the 
County Board of Supervisors and the Union, a body of free citizens organ­ 
ized to protect their rights, economic and social UNDER LAW continue to 
drag on beyond a point which can be considered reasonable or in the 
public interest. 


We say public authority has been challenged, and effectively so, by the 
deliberate rejection by the Road Commission and County Engineer of the 
proposal by the County Board of Supervisors that an arbitration commit­ 
tee be established "by this body” to arbitrate and mediate the differences. 
The Road Commission has consistently and with em phasis refused to meet 
with this committee. 


This situation sm acks far too much of forms of procedure and practices 
that becam e the scourge of a continent and threatened a world. A strange 
situation has come to pass, when the highest authority in the County, the 
legslative branch of government uses the statuary authority to select a 
commission, to assum e responsibility for technical direction, and supervision 
of a certain task, in this case the County Roads, loses their authority by that 
selecton.

This assumption of power

lenge to the County, to all of its citizens, to the authority of duly elected 
bodies and to a free people banded together in organizations of mutual in­ 
terest and choice.
